The charge is that 
Pondexter practiced medicine without 
a license. and that he used the prefix 
“Dr.” illegally, Strumming on «a 
banjo almost constantly, the African 
“Hindu” languisheg in the City Jail 
while hundreds of his “patients” are 
thunderstruck over his finish. 

Dr. E. A. Somner, deputy of the 
State Health Board, has been work- 
ing up evidence against the huge 
negro for some weeks, being assisted 
by Miss Minnie C. Edmonson, and 
Mrs. Ella Bennett, both of Los An- 
geles.
